1 . Claims 1, 3, 5, and 7 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest a peripheral surface shape measuring apparatus 
of a roll-like object which measures a peripheral shape of a roll-like object, comprising: a pair of 
jacking devices to be engaged on each side of a core of the roll-like object, wherein the pair of 
jacking devices adjust so that inclination of the casing with respect to the core of the roll-like 
object is eliminated in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
